Cultivation of the Strawte-ry. 


At a recent meeting of the Farmers' Club 


at Concord, Massachusetts, the follow in;: re- 
marks on the cultivation of the strawberry 
were delivered by John B. Moore : 


"I have tried various modes, single rows, 


'beds and bills, but were I now intending to 
grow them to any extent, 1 should adopt (he 
following method : In April or May, hav- 
iiiL- the land ploughed and harrowed fine, 
work in manure enough to plant in rows 
' three feet apart; then sow between each 
•row a row of turnip beets or some other 
veritable that the crop could be gathered m 
. 4u"iist; keep the ground free from weeds,

I certain to leave the ground well stocked with 
I plants ; tl.e second year you will get a full 


i crop without much labor and little annoy- 
ance from weeds ; if you usde-rlane to weed 
out and continue the bed another year you 
will have an almost endless job ot weeding 
in a very busy time of the year, and it you 
should go to the trouble, your crop will be 
J-rach'smaller than the first year. By tal- 
I lowing this plan I think they can be pro- 
duced much cheaper than otherwise. —^V.
